Around the sta: on the 1ed field aie 
emblems of the great gods: the cat-head goddess, 
Basht, holds up the sacred bectle, the emblem of the

For August a Lion with flaming mane fo1 the 
sun's 1ays; he stands on a seipent, on whose tall 
is a bud, and on the lion’s tail is Isis: on the lion's 
back sits the god Ho10s; below Isis holds wate1 
bottles, a sign of the inundation of the Nile. This 
is the month of hope.

For September the Virgin (Isis) stands on a lion 
who cieeps as 1f pinched by cold and frost; she 
holds wheat-heads in each hand as signs of haivest 
and success: the bull Apis stands on her head and 
the sacied hawk, Ho1os, hei son, 1s on the bull's 
back; Isis crowned by both sun and moon 1s below. 
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Attibutes: a fine and disenminating mind. 
Solicitous of othe1 people's affaiis, interested in love 
matches, can keep seciets, excellent planne1, loving 
haimonious combinations with ability for chemistiy 
01 music and ought neve1 to take d1ugs. 

Libra (Octobe1) is 1epriesented by a man who 
holds scales in his 11ght hand, and the cubit meas- 
ure in his left; he stands on the line that divides 
the equal days fiom the nights. Ove1 his head a 
gazelle 1uns and Ho1os is seated below. Boin in 
this month a peison will be eloquent or musical, 
and have well balanced faculties. 

Attiibutes: pude, 1uleiship and ambition with 
g1eat foresight and claivoyant ability; positive, 
decisive, full of hope and enthusiasm, yet caieless 
with money, a native influenced by otheis. 

Foi November is a man with seipents foi legs, 
and anothe1 wound about his body: he holds 10ds 
in his hands; below Amon 1s ciowned by the sun, 
“the evel prosperous. ” 

Dominating elements: attachments, tenacity and 
silence, an indomitable will, gieat perseverance, 
capable of good o1 evil; to extiemes, stiong passions, 
fond of diess and outdoo1 spoits and exercise. 

December is shown by a composite gioup; the 
heads of Anubis and of Basht with the head of 
upper and lowe1 Egypt on a woman's body of the 
kentaui and beais a bow and allow: a bind sits on 
the tip of the wing, and beside the hoises tail thee 
is a 1am’s tail, below is the ciowned Isis. Greek 
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Kentaui animal nature stiong. All the animals 
named aie symbols of different tiaits of cha1acte. 

Attiibutes: love and introspection, a subject 
that aims well and hits the maik. Can keep 
seciets and minds own business, suffering thiough 
then geuneiosity, fond of animals, veiy decisive, 
speaking out own mind, a natuial prophet. 

For January Anubis holds a sist1um in one hand 
and leads the goat with the othe1; the goat ends 
in a fish tail; below an ibis (for Thoth) is crowned 
with the hoins of Amon and a Nile wate1 bottle.

Shows a faculty fo1 solving 
dithcult cases, tioubles and a good helper. 

Attubutes: soul, memo1y, diffusive knowledge, 
pioud, appieciating public 1esoits and theaters, 
gieat hypnotic powe1, fond of oddities, a good 
judge of chaiactei, setting too much value upon 
peisonal appea1ance. 

For March the figuie of Isis whose body ends 
in a fish tail; she holds in he1 11ght hand a cal- 
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penters squaie, and in hei left a biid ; below aie 
lloros and a pig. Woiks with method and caie, 
well balanced mind. 

Attributes: emotion and silence, a hidden love 
natuie giving to all who need, living for and help- 
mo friends. Looking foi advancement, woirying 
about the futuie, they diop about thei belongings, 
often looking for tiouble. Such feais genelally 
v 10undless. 

April has the figuie of a Man as the god Amon, 
ciowned with the 1am’s hoins, a symbol of the great 
god and of the king's authonty, also shown by the 
roden his left hand; below is the god of silence, 
Harpokrates, seated on a Lotus. The young vigo- 
ous sang in Hebiew Taiem; Greek, Heras (Judges 
vill, 13). 

Attibbutes: a natuial thinke1. Brains always 
busy, good schola1, executive and determined, dying 
fighting to the bitte: end. Much magnetic powel, 
a gieat mind 1eade:z. 

The month of May is figuied by a Bull (Apis) 
who 1ushes forward bearing the disk of the Sun in 
a ciescent on his shouldeis the emblem of Orius 
and Isis; below Isis kneels as 1f ın the heavens. 
The prosperous month. 

Attributes, leadeiship, secietion, will, a boin 
con¡uero1; guided by exteinalities, generous, beal- 
ing otheis' buidens and sorrows. Ruled by love 
and flattery, yet as furious as the Bull. 

June shows figures of the Zwins boy and girl 
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joining hands, he is crowned with a 10yal feather, and 
she is with an egg (the seed of the univeise) above 
is the ciescent Moon and below a ciowned llawk, 
Ho1os' symbol. Feitile in plans and devices. 

Attributes, a neutial chazacte1, changeable dispo- 
sitiou, contiadicting self. Unselfish, wood-hearted, 
a successful wage eaine1; a native clevei with his 
hands, with much supeificial knowledge. 

The circular rec dots on the boidei aie the 24 
houis of the day, and ale to be numbered to the 
left of the sign of the Zodiac, which marks the 
months of bith.

Fra (Phia, Pharoah) o1 Rathe sun Helios, Vishnoo, 
Apollo, o1 Hercules, the god of giowth; 4. L hem, 
the ram-head god of pubeity the fo1me1 of animated 
natuie; 5. Werth (Athena) the soul of the would, 
as Ptah is the body; the goddess of wisdom; 6. 
Thoth, the god of wisdom, and loid of the two 
worlds (living and dead souls); 7. Auk o1 Anubis, 
the goddess of the immo1tal soul. She holds in hei 
night hand the Zau Cross the symbol of the neve 
dying soul, one boin unde? this sign will incline to 
religion. 
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Old age was symbolized by the god Atum, who 
who is called in the book of the dead, the fathe1 
and judge of mankind, and is represented by the 
setting sun (He1akles in Greek). 

The seasons of Ancient Egypt (and so now) weie 
thiee: 1 of Waters, fiom the middle of July to 
the middle of Novembe1 (4 months), 1 of L’dants, 
and 1 of Fruits, completing the yea1, as indicated 
bv the black trianele.

spirits named by the Rabbins were, for Saturday, 
Seth; for Sunday, Baal-Shemesh; Monday, Ash.

Thuisday, Dagon; Fiiday, Asheroth. ‘The Moon 
1s Ashto1eth, f10m To1ah, the law. 

The Egyptians pieceded all other people in then 
obseivations of the Sola1 yea1, which they 1eckoned 
to be 365 days and 6 houis; they divided it into 
12 months of 30 days each, and the 5 days ovei 
were called the sons of Seb; who were supposed 
to be boin on those days; 365 days was the length 
of the sacied yea1; the common yea1 was 360 days. 
The using of the Dog Stai: Sothis (Sinus) marked 
the beginning of the sacied yeal. 

The smaller circle of the Sun is 28 yeais and of 
the Moon 28 days; the date ot the Zodiac in Egypt 
and in Kaldea is 2,800 B. c. 

How to use this Chart is suggested by the follow- 
ing shoit example. A peison born Octobe: 15th, at 
2 A. M. will be in the sign of Libra, the scales, and 
the day is in the middle of the month. ‘The person 
will be likely to have a well balanced mind, and 
as Isis ıs on one side be fiuitful in invention of 
useful ideas.

Will 
possess good ave1age health, and live to a great age. 


CONSTELLATIONS VARY. 


lins chart 1s ancient and 1emaikable: the Zodiac 
was personally copied out of the Temple at 
Denderah on the Nile, as used 8,000 yeais ago. 
The constellations since that period have slipped 
round therefore, people existing in this twentieth 
centuiy must count the signs as pe1 dates given on 
the blue space with Signs of Zodiac fo1 the present 
centuiy. Foi instance instead of counting Sign 
Leo from the Ist of August to the 31st, 1t must 
be counted from July 24th to August 24th, like- 
wise with all the otheis as dates given. Kie1y 
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sign, symbol, and name 1lep1esents some trait of 
character, when caiefully studied according to date 
of biith. 

Individuals existing 1,000 years to come must 
count the dates fiom the time the Sun enters the 
different signs of the Zodiac to the time he vacates.

METHOD FOR FINDING OUT THE 
RISING SIGN AT BIRTH. 


First look at the Sideieal time, which is given foi 
12 noon, on 108 Page the day of the month the 
peison was bon. lf the birth be before noon, 
deduct fiom the Sideieal time the difference 
between the time of bi1th and the noon of the same 
day. Butif the biith be afte: noon, then add the 
difference between the noon and the time 1equired 
to the Side1eal time. 

If the Sideieal time be so small that the deduc- 
tion cannot be made, add 24 houis, and woik with 
the difference. On the othe: hand, if the total 
exceeds 24 houis, deduct 24 houis and woik with 
the 1emaindei. Should the person be boin 12 
noon, then theie aie no calculations to be made. 

lake the Side1eal time given by the day of 
month, Page 108 add or deduct according to the 
above method, then 1efer to table of Rising signs, 
looking down the column foi that Sideieal time, 
and it will give you the Rising sign, also page 
which gives the delineations. 

As an illustration, take a person born 4 A. M. 
June 14th, United States America : 
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Refe1ung to June 14th, Page 108 the Sideteal 
time given for noon is 5dh., 30m., 16s. As the 
person was boin 4 A. M, deduct the numbe1 of 
houis fiom 4 A. M. to 12 noon, which 1s 8 houis.

They aie distinguished foi inventiveness, being 
quick-witted, and cau 1eadily adapt themselves to 
the 1equinements of the moment; having ability 
to deal with two or thiee things at a time. They 
appleciate physical exeicises, but they genelally 
have weak voices. ‘The celestial sign Gemini, the 
house of Mercury, 1ules the shouldeis and aims and 
they ale generally cleve1 with thei hands, plan- 
ning, etc. They aie skilled in business and love 
commeice: 1epiesenting in nature the two elec- 
tricities, the positive and the negative.

‘The 
eye 1s fieice, laige and bold, having a bught ap- 
pearance; the pupil chestnut 01 giay, the white 
often bloodshot. Lips tightly closed and thin, 
teeth laige and pointed, cheekbones piominent. 
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Eais small, beaid shoit and stiff; head genei1ally 
thiown back. They walk quick and have a stiong 
voice. Shouldeis and chest well developed, the 
stomach 1athe1 absent and thei limbs aie muscular. 
Whee this type is found among servants they 
are liable to bieak the ciocke1y and damage the 
diawing-100m when unde: the influence of Mais. 

They aie the possessors of great presence of mind 
in time of danger and are not afiaid to iun 1isks, 
for they despise danger. ‘The action of Mars on 
the earth is shown to be of a violent nature which 
aises fiom the evil nature of the spints. They 
make good military men, and geneially successful 
in dealing with metal matenals and instruments. 
They aie dogmatic and look afte1 the11 stomachs; 
fond of killing time in clubs and saloons and get 
enthusiastic 1n conveisation. ‘They talk loud and 
their tempe1 is easily 10used. ‘They ale lovers of 
sexual pleasuies and aie 101waid with the opposite 
sex; often winning thei: affections, foi they know 
just how to do it.

THE INFLUENCE OF SATURN 
ON HUMANITY. 


SATURNIANS may be identified by thei1 prominent. 
cheek-bones, long head, and laige jaw, and often 11l- 
formed figuie. They usually have bending knees, 
laige bones and heavy joints. In stature tall, pale, 
and thin; skin daik, hai: geneially black, and not 
overmuch of it; eyebiows daik, using inwardly; 
eyes aie usually sad, being dull in expiession; 
mouth and eais large; lips thin. Then teeth soon 
decay ; lowe1 Jaw heavy and bioad, p1oJecting. 

Neck long and thin; muscles laige, with piomi- 
nent veins; chest nalow and hay, with high 
shouldeis; muscles and skin diyly maiked.

If ascending at the time of biith he causes the na- 
tive to be very eccentiic in disposition, one who de- 
spises the common tiack of custom. A peson 
influenced by Heischel will be very abiupt in his 


manneis, and I have expenenced, when this planet 
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is In the ascendant at birth, he gene1ally, if not al.

PROGNOSTICATIONS BASED ON SOUND SCIENTIFIC 
ASTROLOGICAL RULES.

Unfoitunate.— The fiist hour accounted fiom the 
time of sun11se, also f10m 11 to 12 a. M.

Good.—Second hou afte: sunset and between 11 
and 12 P. mM. 

Evil.--Ihe thiid hou1 f10m sunuse and the next 
befo1e sunset.

Fo1tunate.—The fiist hou1 aftei sunrise is pie- 
eminently endowed with the foices of benevolent 
stals. 

Evil.—Fiom 12 a. Mm. to 1 P. m.1s particularly un- 
fortunate, also the first and second hou1 afte: sunset 


IS bad. 
(rood and evil hours of Friday. 
Good.—-Between 10 and 11 a. m.,, and the hou: 
next before sunset a1e foitunate. 
Evl.—The hou1 before noon 11 to 12 and the 
hour befoie midnight, 11 to 12 P. m. are bad. 
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Good and evil hours of Saturday. 


Foltunate.—The second hou afte: suniise and 
the last hou1 befo1e sunset. 

Evil.—The fiist hour afte1 suniise, and fiom 1 to 
9 P. M. 


The autho: might wiite a gieat deal upon the 
good and evil houis, even how the wise men re. 
jected them that weie evil and chose those that 
weie good for the11 enteipiises, tia veling, mainage, 
planting tiees and new undeitakings, but space will 
not peimit. 


THE INFLUENCE OF THE MOON. 


Not only does the Moon claim pie-eminence in 
Astiological Science, but contiols undeitakings and 
ente1p11ses, and hei occult influences extend even to 
business affaliss in a general way.

tioned days, he shall have ill luck, and it is not 
good to plant, make baigains oi hold banquets in 
any of them. 

January hath five ill days, viz., the 3rd, 4th, 5th, 
9th and 11th. 

February hath thiee, viz, the 13th, 17th and 
19th. 

March has thiee also, viz., 13th, 15th and 16th. 

A pil, the evil days are 5th and 14th. 

May has two, the 5th and 14th. 

June has but one and that is on the 6th. 

July has two, the 16th and 19th. 

August has also two, the 8th and 16th. 

Septembe1's evil days aie 1st, 15th, and 16th. 

Octobe1 has only one evil day, viz., the 16th. 

Novembe1, the 15th and 16th aie evil. 

Decembe1 has th1ee, the 6th, 7th and 11th. 


The above tiadition seems to be a 1elic of ancient 
auguiy or soothsaying, consequently very old in 
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date, and in those days the foregoing dates we1e un1- 
versally shunned, as they wee considered to be 
ruled by the evil influences. 

As an old wiite1 has it: 


Days of evil strife and hate, 
Cruel wrath and fell debate; 
Planets strike and stars annoy, 
Aspects aught of good destroy. 
Shun their calends, 

Heed their power; 

Naught began in evil hour 
Ever went well. Spirits o'er 
Those days preside 

Who sport and gibe 

With human Fate, 

Wrath and debate.

the 1esult of many yeais' actual obseivation, the 
whole being constiucted on a due conside1ation of 
the attiaction of the Sun and Moon, in thei seveial 
positions 1especting the Eaith, and will, by simple 
inspection, show the obse1ve1 what kind of weathei 
will most piobably follow the entrance of the Moon 
into any of its quaiteis, and that so neai the tiuth 
as to be seldom or neve found to fail.

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OBSERVATIONS. 


1. The neaie1 the time of the Moon’s change, 
fist quaite1, full and last ;uaite1 are to midnight, 
the fa11e1 will be the weather duiing the next seven 
days. 

2. The space foi this calculation occupies fiom 
ten at night until two next moining. 

3. The nea1e1 to midday o1 noon the phases of 
the moon happen, the moie foul or wet weathei 
may be expected dung the next seven days. 

4. The space for this calculation occupies fiom 
ten in the fo1enoon to two in the afternoon. ‘These 
observations 1efe1 principally to the Suminei, 
though they affect Sping and Autumn neaily in 
the same 1atio. 

5. The Moon's change, first quarter, full and last 
quaite1, happening dunng the six of the afteinoon 
houis, 2. €, fiom four to ten, may be followed by 
fail weather; but this ıs mostly dependent on the 
wind, as 1s noted 1n the table. 

6. Though the weathe1, fiom a variety of 1rregu- 
la1 causes, 18 moie unceitain in the lattei part of 
Autumn, the whole of Winter and the beginning of 
Spiing, yet in the main the above obsersations will 
apply to those periods also. : 

1. lo prognosticate co1ectly, especially in those 
cases where the wind 1s conceined, the obse1ve1 
should be within sight of a good vane, wheie the 
foul cardinal points of the heavens aie correctly 


placed. 
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WiND.— When the wind changes it usually shifts 
with the Sun, fiom left to nght. Thus, an East 
wind shifts to West thiough Southeast, South, 
Southwest, and a West wind shifts to East through 
Noithwest, Noith and Noitheast. If the wind 
shifts the opposite way, fiom West to Southwest, 
South and Southeast, it is called backing, but it 
1aiely does so unless the weathe1 is unsettled. 
When blowing at the 1ate of 20 or 25 miles an 
hou1 it 1s called by sailois a busk gale; at 30 or 35 
miles pe1 hou1, a high wind; at 40 01 45 miles pei 
hou1, a very high wind; at 50 miles pei houi, a 
storm; at 60 or 70 miles pei hou1, a great storm; at 
80 o1 100 miles pe1 hou1, a huricane. An inch of 
iain means 100 tons of wate1 on every acie. 

WEATHER.— These hints should be 1emembened : 
A 10sy sky at sunset, fine weather; an Indian-1ed 
tint, 1a1n ; a 1ed sky in the moining, bad weathe1; 
much wind, perhaps 1ain ; a giay sky, fine weathe:; 
softlooking clouds, fine weathe1; haid-edged, oily- 
looking clouds, wind; a daik, gloomy blue sky, 
windy; a light, biight blue sky, fine weather; a 
bught yellow sky at sunset piesages wind; a pale 
yellow, wet; a gieenish, wind and 1ain ; small, inky- 
looking clouds, 1ain. 
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WEATIIER SIGNS. 


The formula of popular weather signs which 1s 
most kindly tieated by the official observers is that 
adopted by the Faimeis’ Club of the American In. 
stitute a numbe1 of yeaisago: 1. When the temper- 
ature falls suddenly, there 1s a storm forming south 
of you. 2. When the temperature 11ses suddenly, 
there is a stom foiming noith of you. 3. The 
wind always blows fiom a 1egion of fail weathe1 to. 
waids a 1egion wheie a stoim 1s forming. 4. Cirius 
clouds always move fiom a 1egion wheie a stoim 
IS In plogiess towaids a 1egion of fal weather. 5. 
Cumulus clouds always move f10m a 1egion whele a 
storm is forming. 6. When cinus clouds aie mov- 
ing 1apidly fiom the noith o1 northeast there will be 
lain within twenty-fou1 houis, no matte1 how cold 
it is. 7. When citus clouds aie moving 1apidly 
fiom the south or southeast, there will be a cold 
hailstorm on the mouiow if it be in the Summel, 
and if it be in the Winter there will be a snow- 
storm. 8. The wind always blows in a cicle 
around a stoim, and when it blows fiom the noith 
the heaviest 1a1n 1s east of you; if 1t blows fiom the 
south, the heaviest 1ain is west of you; 1f it blows 
fiom the east, the heaviest 1ain is south. 9. The 
wind never blows unless iain or snow is falling 
within 1000 miles of you. 10. Whenever heavy 
white f10st occuis, a storm 1s forming within 1000 
miles noith or noitheast of you.
